Hopeful Of 
Settlement 


Prague, Yesterday. 

Commenting upon the present 
state of the parleys going on 
at Praguc, between representatives 
of the Sudeten German Party and 
the Czechoslovak Government, | 
the . Sudetendeutsche “Presse- | 
btiefe,” official party organ, says 
that’ today more than ever a 
peaceful scttlement of the con- 
flict which has arisen in and about 


Czechoslovakia can be hoped for. 

The parieys, however, have not 
yet assumed the character of of- 
ficial negotiations. For the time 
being only mutual points of view 
have been defined and it is hoped 
that by maintaining a permanent 
contact, a basis can be found on 
which negotiations can be opencd 
with better prospects of success 
than hitherto. 


RECONSTRUCTION NEEDED 


“To thia end, the Sudeten Ger- 
man Party has already made -2 
contribution by manifesting its 
willingness to negotiate, In 
future, however, the question will 
be not so much to find ways of , 
compromise between the anton 
tions of the Governmont and the 
claims of the Stdeten German 
Party but to persuade the Cze- 
choslovak state Icaders of the 
necessity of reconstruction of the 
state.

A certain increase of nervyous- |' 


ness concerning the situation in 
Czechoslovakia is noticeable in 
French political circles on the eve 
of the Whitsuntide festival.

Unless, {ndeed, we cn- 
visage the sinister possibility that 
Mr. Chamberlain’s supporters an- 
ticipate having to join the Totali- 
tarian States in tho suppression 
of a French “Bolshevist’ Govern- 
ment, as they have, in fact, Joined 
the Italian Government in its war 
upon what Hitler and Mussolini 
have pronounted to be a “Bol- 
shevist’ Spanish Government, 

But, for the moment, we muy 
rule that out. We are in formal 
allance with France, and France 
with Russia and Czechoslovakia, 
against a monaco which cannot 
possibly be anything but o Ger- 
man menace. We thus create our 


‘own armed camp, with emphasis 


on the arms, as against the other 
armed camp, which happens to be 
composed of the Totalitnrian 
States that have left the League. 

So we do not avoid the fact or 
the danger of “two armed campu,” 
two rival armed alliances, by re- 
nouncing the Lenguo or putting it 
in cold storage.

If wo succeed once more in de- 
taching Italy from Germany we 
make an enemy of the latter, wn- 
less we con “syuare” Gormany by 
conniving at aggression against 
Ruasia, in which. case we make an 
enemy of Russia. The only alter- 
native to this futility is the com- 
mon defence of a constitution un- 
der which all have equal rights to 
protection against aggression. 

The failure of that method has 
been duc, not to the lack of poten- 
tial power, but to lack of will to 
uphold it. It was, for instance, 
argued commonly in 1936 that our 
force was Inpadequate to prevent 
the aggression of Mussolini, 

Mussolini did not believe it. He 
sald he wanted Colonics—for omi- 
gration, raw material. About the 
worst he could have chosen for 
such purposes was Abyasinin; 
some of the best were in British 
hands. : 

Why did ‘ho not take the best? 
Because he knew that if he touch- 
ed British territory, Britain would

soon show she had power to de- 
fend it. (Had Italian troops land- 
ed in Konya or Malta we should 
not have discussed for six months 
as to whether the ofl sanction 
ought to be applied.) Our power 
was adequate to secure, © without 
war, the inviolability of British 
territory becauso the potential 
aggressor know beforchand that 
there was the will to uso it. 

We know that if Abyssinia had 
been British territory Mussolini 
would not havo invaded It: exist- 
ing forco would have ‘been  ade- 
quate in that case to render It 
secure without war. Why was 
not force of many States then ade- 
quate? If one State could have 
defended Abyssinia without war, 
why was the force of forty inndo- 
guate to that end? 

Put brutally, the difference is 
explained by the fact that we, like 
other Great Powers, think our ter- 
iitory is worth fighting for, and 
that the Covenant, the Law, 1s 
not. So long ns that is the case 
our combined power, however 
great, will never be adequate to 
secure pence. 

* * 

In 1931, when the disintegration 
of the Lengue began, Mr, Stimson, 
Hoover's Secretary of State, offer- 
ed to co-operate with us in resist- 
ing—at least, diplomatically—the 
nygreasion of Japan. Sir. John 
Simon declined the offer and de- 
fended Japan's action, 

At that time the nations inter- 
ested in opposing Japan fncluded 
the United States, China, Russia, 
Australia, New Zealand, Canada, 
while Japan did not yat have 
either Germany or Italy as Allics. 
Is It suggested that the prepon- 
derance of potential power was 
with the aggressor? 

Is it suggested that if, in 1031, 
wo-had accepted the American 
proposal and given ald to China, 
and withheld aid from’ Japan, 
Japan would thereupon have de- 
clared war upon Britain, America, 
Rusvia, and a few other Btates of. 
tho League as well? That if we 
had really made the oll embargo 
effective Mussolini would have do- 
elared war upon Britain, France, 
and Russia? That inslatence up- 
on’Spain's normal right -to buy 
arms would havo caused Italy and 


Germany to declare- war upon 
both Britain and France and Rus- 
sia? ce 
Then those countries would 
have stood upon the defenalve. 
Which brings us to a flrat main 
consideration in estimating the 
relative weight of forces, and that 


.is the immense advantage posses- 


sed in modern 
defence. 

Military authoritics—of whom 
Captain Liddell Hart is one—have 
estimated that for the attack to 
succecd it: must. outweigh the de- 
fence in material and men by 
something like three to one, and 
that even in the afr, the defence, 
in cases whero there is equality 
of equipment, ,will have the ad- 
vantage.

Figures taken by thomaclven do 
not mean much. * Yet we might 
recall such facta as that the navai 
forces of the chief Leaguo Powers 
are considerably more than double 
those of the three totalitarian 
non-League States, and the com- 
bined populations and induatrial 
resources of the former many 
times greater than those of the 
latter, 

We commonly think of the Unit- 
ed States as being so powerful by 
reason of its resources as to be 
invulnerable, and argue, some- 
times, that hor absence from the 
League makes it {mpotent. But 
Russia alone has a much greater 
population, with resources prob- 
ably as great, and beginning to be 
industrialised on tho American 
scale. 

Imagine that you had a. United 
States composed of Russia, China, 
Franco, the British Empire, thelr 
armies, navica, air forces, indus- 
trial and agricultural resources 
making a unit, 

Compared with the material 
nnd human resources of such’ a 
Power, how would the Fascist 
combination appear.

It is true that we have to assume 
o situation in which, in the event 
of war, Germany has become mas- 
ter of Rumania, with its ofl wells 
ond wheat fields, But that means 
ulso that the Germanic combina- 
‘tion impinges directly upon Rus- 
ria, that tho two are in direct con- 
tact. oD 

The way, therefore, to offset 
the power: of Germany for aggres- 
sion is to ald China in her resis- 
tance to Japan (a resistance 
which, despite sactbacks, seems 
certain in tho long run now to bu 
successful), which could tbe done 
by the extension of credit to 
China for tho purchase of motor 
trucks, tractors, machinery, ce- 
ment, an operation incidentally, 
reHeving unemployment at home.

-slovakia is to sco that the Spanish 


Government geta the materials for 
its defence, so that the strateyic 
poukion of France is not worsen- 
ed, P 

The sccurity, not alone of 
pence, but of democracy, is. indi- 
visible. To dofend it in China, 
or in Spain, or in France, {is to de- 
fend {t in London. To be indif- 
ferent to its fate thero is, in the 
end, to betray {it in London.

"Empire Day,” which Mr. Spurr 
will take to Lake Windermere for 
trials and the record attempt on 
or about June 16 is expected to 
achieve a speed of 85 to 90 m.p.h. 
The present record for the class, 
held by Italy, is just under 70 
mph. : 

The outstanding feature in its 
design is that the hull is shaped 
Ike n short aeroplane wing.

CHINA’S CUSTOMS INTEGRITY 


| iy is not surprising that the Japanese authorities are secking 
to repeat in Shanghai the simple device, of which experience 
hag already been gained in Tientsin und Manchuria, by which 
trade facilities are.directed so blatantly in favour of the Ja- 
panese importer that the little business remaining to Western in- 
terests is methodically squeezed out. The attempt to reduce the 
customs tariffs, to the scale applicable under Japanese regimen- 
tation in Tientsin and elyewhere in North China, means, beyond 
question, a conscious endeavour to secure this end. The reduc- 
tions announced by the Nanking puppet administration, at the 
dictation of its Japanese “advisers”, affect, in the main, only 
those commodities which Japan is prepared to export in, appre- 
ciable quantities. This being part of an economic policy in rela- 
tion to China which Tokyo has made scarcely any effort to con- 
ceal, the move to give it “legal” sanction in the Shanghai area 
is hardly to be wondered at. - 


What is astonishing is the suggestion, emanating from 
Shanghai, that British and other foreign business men are dis- 
posed to disregard the international aspects of the issue raised, 
and will refuse to pay anything but the reduced rates decreed by 
he Nanking puppet. There is much quibbling over the way this 
night be staged managed, and given a good face, it is true. 
There is, far instance, » curious assertion that as other nations 
have most-favoured-nation agreements with China, they are en- 
titled to enjoy the rates paid by Japanese nationals—graciously 
overlooking the. detail that China’s views on the reductions have 
been neither sought nor considered. Not that the difficulties are 
not obvious enough. Customs officials in Shanghai are, admit- 
tedly, practically helpless in the matter, as unwillingness to co- 
operate with their temporary overseers might create complica- 
lions threatening the destruction of Customs integrity. 
forcign acquiescence, without protest, is however quite anothe 
inatter. The problem that arises is not the simple one of accept- 
ing a possible boon in a bad trade year. Tacit acknowledgment 
of Japan’s right to reduce tariffs in favour of her countrymen 
would also involve acceptance of Japan's right at any time to 
impose prohibitive duties on articles of Western manufacturo 
and origin. Yet foreign Consuls are eredited with readiness to 
support their nationals in insisting on the puppet tariff, cven 
with reolisation that this might involve de facto recognition. 


A further point which may or may not’have been overlook- 
ed is the effect which the scaling’ down may have upon the recent 
Anglo-Japanese agreement whereby Japan undertook to mect, 
from Customs receipts, the service of foreign loans secured on 
the Chinese Maritimes Customs. No attempt hus been made to 
reckon the cost of the drastic cuts in the Customs-rate in relation 
to the ability of a new level of revenue to mect loan charges. 
Experience in the handling of revenues in, Tientsin has not, in 
any event, encoureged confidence that the outturn will, under 
Japaneso control, be such as to justify congratulations to anyono 
on having preserved China's credit. ‘There is, rather, much room 
for perturbation in the situation now obtaining as a whole in tho 
ports under Japanese control. As pointed out by the “Manches- 
ter Guardian,” the Anglo-Japunese agreement ‘has the effect of 
recognising Japanese control of the Customs “during the period 
lof hostilities.” It may bo argued that there. was nothing elsa 
to do, but who is to say when hostilities are over? It is at least 
conceivable that the time may come when Chino has‘reconquered 
most-of ler inland territory while Japan still retains control of 
the ports, thanks to her sea power. Will Japan still control tho 
When Japan svized Man- 
churia she also. seized the Customs there, revenue from which 
averaged about. 16 per cent. of the total for China. Under the 
Japanese occupation none of the Customs, revenue has been made 
available for service of Chino’s obligations, though it Is stated 
thot a portion has been. set aside for loan service. In order 
obtain this contribution, however, China would havo had to rb- 
cognise Manchukuo, Might not o similor situation result in 
North China?: -‘Nothing has 'yet:come out of Tientsin for lvan 
service.

Battle Of Ideas: by H. N. Brailsford s 
Mussolini’s New Spot Of Blackmail 


OTHING stands still for long 

in the world as it stands to- 

day. Tho other day, at Genoa, 
Mussolini, courted simultancously 
by Adolf Hitler and Mr. Chamber- 
Jain, stamped his foot and flung 
a threat to, France. . 
At present, as the Duce put it, 
France and Italy are on opposite 
sides of the barricades. There 
followed the deflant announce- 
ment that the Italian Army will 
continue to back the rabal gener- 
als until Spain is won for Fascism. 


Why this tone? The fact ig the 
Spanish Republic has added to its 
other crimes by refusing to die 
easily, In Rome the end had beer 
expected some weeks ago To- 
day it is realised that the Re- 
public can prolong its resistance 
for some months at Icast, 


So in Rome the blame is flung 
They no longer 
seriously protend, since overy 
aycnue that leads to Franco's ter- 
ritory ie wide open, to keop their 
frontier closed. They havo sent 
across it food and lorries, and 
possibly some smuggled small 
arms.

‘It may also be 
an attempt, true te the familiar 
technique of Roman diplomacy, to 
separate London from Paris.

During M. Dalndier's recent 
visit to London a formal defen- 
slve alliance was concluded — be- 
tween Britain and France.

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EAVEN forbid that we should 

be pretentious enough to 

show Hollywood anything. Holly- 

wood is'a powerful place, has 
‘heard alf the queations and knows 
most of the answera. Still, there 
is a lot of ita stuff I do not like. 

“Many of its pictures arc pro- 
duced to a box-officn blue-print. 
It renches to the pigcon holos in 
which tho sure-fire recipos aru 
kept, and here, it suys, is a slab 
of sentiment for the flapper, and 
here a dollop of mother-love for 
the old ladics, and so on. It for- 
gets no section of the community 
which can be relicd on to go un- 
critically dopey on a sentimental 
Or sensational appeal, . 

This is the stuff we call “syn- 
thetic.” It is no worse than the 
synthetic material so often hund- 
ed out by our own Sunday news- 
papers. It is also no better. If 
the film runs fast and the dialogue 
is amusing, perhaps you do not 
realise that at heart its appeal ir 
cheap and falsc. Take, for in- 
stance, that recent film “The Yank 
at Oxford.” : 

All the same, and in spite of 
this deceptive slickness in Holly- 
wood -films, 1 should be the last 
one to rate Hollywood low. 

I never forget the immenae 
technical abilities that contribute 
to its photography and its direc 
tion. 

I know that if there is fine nar- 
rative talent anywhere in the 
world, Hollywood is only too an- 
xious to attach it. 

In spite of all the forcible feed- 
ing contraptions which stuff slop 
and sentiment down the world’s 
gullet and blind people and dope 
them and finally paralyse their 
minds and hearts, 1 never forget 
that the greatest school of clowns 
the world has ever scen—Chaplin, 
Fields, Langdon, Griffith, Laurel 
and Hardy, the’ Marx Brothers, 
and dozens of others—come out 
of Hollywood. 


I do not forget “They Won't talk of what the British cinemu 


Forgat” nor “Dead End,” ‘Zola,”

This is a paradox, 
aro we to explain it? 
I know the explanation, There 
are two peoples in Hollywood: the 
business mon and the creative 
men. The business men rule, 
as indecd they must. Thero 
are huge sums at stake, and 
the creative men are never quite 
wise about practical things, ke 
markets and getting their moncy 
back. , 

Somctimes It happens that the 
business men. are jimaginative. 
They contrive a true marringe be- 
tween wide appenl (box-office ap- 
peal, they call it) and the best

efforts of the creative men. Then 
you get your “Pasteurs,” your 

“and your “Covered Wa- 
gons.” 

The imaginative busincss men 

are people ke Darryl Zanuck, 
Irvine Thalberg, David Selznick 
and Jesse Lasky. They are the 
great producers, and everything 
depends on them. 
1 ‘No talent—be it in acting or 
writing or technique—can rise 
higher than they allow; and they 
know how to allow it to rise high 
without sacrificing the business 
prospects.

It came as an astonishment the 
other day when the Americans 
announced that they had gone in 
for documentary films, and that 
after 80 years of cinema a young 
man called Pare Lorentz had made 
a film about the Mississippi. 

Significantly it was mado not In 
Hollywood but in, Washington and 
the new American documentary 
school generously acknowledged 
the association of thelr ideas with 
those we had: built up in Britain. 

Hollywood may have forgotten 
the greutest epic subject in its 
whole history and geography, 
though Mark Twain did not. We 
in Britain have not:so forgotten 
the real and simple dramas of our 
industry and our commerco, our 
social workers, our scientists and 
our craftsmen. 

Our documentary movement is 
10 years old, and haa ‘been grow- 
ing with a vitality which shows 
how British taste is blowing. If 
the British documentary film is 
anything, it is the reflection of a 
force in the British character 
which, in spite of all metropolitan 
developmenta, remembers the vir- 
tue in simple and real things.

Now it is true that in making 
intervening bids, with or ayainat 
t partescore, or in raising part- 
ner's opening bid or  renponsc, 
slightly greater risks may Ilegi- 
timately be run.

‘nll bridge writers’ pens, has been 
taken as justification for the 
wildest overcalls and contructs, 
It is time someone tried to redress 
the balance in favour of greater 
conservatiam. 


I therefore give it as my long 
considered and bottled-up opinion 
that the standard of the average 
rubber would be cnormously 
raised if every player decided, for 
a. considerable disciplinary period 
of time, to maintain the same bid- 
ding standards when there is 0 
part-seore as when there is noth- 
ing towards the game. J] believe 
that, if one could trust one’s part- 
ner’a calls, whether aa opener, 
responder, or intervener, sound 
contracta and effective sncrifices 
could be reached far more fre- 
quently than with everyone at the 
table making ‘master bids” and 
trying to force making “master 
bids” and trying to force his or 
her cards beyond their intrinsic 
values.

TRIPLE MURDER 

He described as typical of the 
Japanese soldicr one incident 
showing how nervous and, at the 
samo time, sly they are.

His two 
lady companions were clubbed to 
death and the bodies then thrown

SHIRT CAMPAIGNING 
“Tho great thing,” he said, 
“was to mako certain of being ob- 
served when in the vicinity of the 
Chinese and to mske quite sure 
tho Japanese did not sco you whon 
within thelr reach. For that rea- 
son we always carried two shirts 
around with us. During tho day 
we wore ‘our white ones, which

Chinese guerillas can be divid-

SCALPS 

The second group is composed 
of disbanded Government soldicra 
and the third, more or less a 
farmers’ rabble. In North China 
every male of over the age of 18 
carries a.gun and the more Jao- 
panese scalps ho can bag by fair 
means or foul, the bigger his 
prostige. - 

This busincss of Japancso hunt- 
ing has been developed to a fine 
art and all sorts of dodges are 
employed to draw detachments of 
enemy troopa away from thelr 
main body. A small band may act 
fs a decoy, draw a -hot pursuit 
from a Japanese cavalry unit and 
hn them straight into an am- 

ush. ,

SEETHING CROWDS ON BUND 


Late last night, strects in the vicinity of the rail- 
way stations and the river steamer wharves were 
packed with scething masses of humanity, all anxious 
to flec anywhere from.this city of death. 


Three bombs landed in Winghon Road, the main artery, and 
wreaked tremendous destruction on shops and houses, trapping 
hundreds of unfortunates beneath falling masonry. 

Reuter saw forty Chinese who had been crushed alive. They 
hardly resembled human beings, so horrible were their injuries. 

After a short respite, 36 planes came over, six of which pro- 
ceeded to bomb the vicinity, of Saichuen. 


At this point, Chincse anti-aircraft guns opened 
up with such intensity that the raiders were forced to
